DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. The preliminary amendment filed 6/20/06 
has been entered. Claims 7-12 are pending. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 

papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. The IDS filed 6/20/06 has been considered. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 5, 
line 32 of the substitute specification it is unclear what the "□" stands for. 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claim 10 sets forth the range "greater than 0 but less than 
10 km/h"; however, the specification as filed fails to provide antecedence for this claim 
language. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 7, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP-1304251A1 (hereinafter D1). 

A. As per claims 7, 8 and 1 1 , as can best be determined D1 discloses a 
cruise controller having a stop-and-go-function which includes a control element 
for activating the cruise controller and an activation lock which prevents 
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activation if a brake pedal is operated. However, D1 further provides means for 
overriding the activation lock if the vehicle is at a standstill condition (i.e., vehicle 
speed is 0) (see paragraphs [0009-001 1]). 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP-1 304251 A1 (hereinafter D1). 

D1 is applied as above whereby the activation speed is set equal to 0 (i.e., 
standstill). One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to 
alternatively set the predefined condition to other criteria whereby safety 
considerations would have been taken into consideration in defining conditions 
under which the activation lock is made ineffective. 
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1 0. Claim 12 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure.
